OBSERVATIONS ON POPULATION. 


eee 


HE number of inhabitants on 


this globe has been computed at nine hun- 
dred and filty millions. According tothe 
eflimate of Mr. William Carey, a gentle- 
man in England, it is about even hundred 
and thirty one millions. Doftor Morfe 
thinks the laft eftimate confiderably too 
large ; and particularly that the population 
of all America, including the iflands, 
which Mr, Carey reckons te be above 
ninety millions, does not aétually exceed 
twenty millions. If Doétor Morfe’s i. 
deas on the fubjet be correét, the prefent 
population of the whole world is rather be- 
low than above feven hundred millions. 
This number of people, vail as itis, might, 
ina few centuries, proceed from one 
root, 


From a courfe of obfervations, and par. 
ucularly trom accurate tables of births and 
deaths, nentioned by Do€tor Williams in 
his hiftory of Vermont, it appears that in 
the old towns on the fea-fhore. in the flate 
of Maffachufetts, the period of doubling 
population is about twenty four years— 
Now on the fuppofition that all the pref- 
ent inhabitants of the world were deftro 


y° 
ed, except one man and one woman, and 
that a new race were to be reared trom 


that pair, doubling in number every twen- 

















ty four years, this new race, at the period 
of feven hundred and twenty years from 
the prefent date, would amount to the af- 
tonifhing number of two thoufand one 
ammdred and forty feven million, four 
hundred and eighty three thoufand, fix 
hundred and forty eight !—This 1s more 
than treble the whole probable number of 
the prefent population of the world. 


Men, the moft inconfiflent beings," 


kmown among all God's woiks, are ever 
quarreiling and fighting gor territory ; yet 
there now is, ever has been, and, unlefs 
human nature fhould be radically chang- 
ed, always will be, room enough and much 
more than enough forall. The habitable 
world is fuppofed to be about thirty nine 
fauare miles ; which, at the aver- 


million {fq 
age rate of feventy five perfons to a {quare 
mile, (and this is lefs than half the popu- 
lation of Holland and but little more than 
half that ot France) would make the whole 
number of the inhabitants to be twothouf- 
and nine hundred and tweniy five millions 
—a number more than four times as great 
as that of the aélual inliabitants of the 
globe. 

Though lefs than feven centuries and 
an half, in the ratio of New- England pop- 
ulation, (that 15, reckoning twenty tour 
years to be the period of doubling,) would, 
from one parr, replenifh and even over- 
charge the world with people, yet fuch 
repulfive, unfriendly, malignant quali- 
ties there are in human nature, that, were 
the world to continue forever, it would 
never be filled with inhabitants, unieis 
mankind fhould be generally and radically 
changed and meliorated. Were the chrif- 
tian religion in its power and genuine pu- 
rity, attended with the knowledge of agri- 
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culture and of the other neceffary arts and 
fciences, to obtain a univerfal prevalence, 
‘* making wars to ceafe to the ends of the 
earth,” and warming every bofom with 
benevolence ; and were this happy flate

of things to continue a few centuries, the 
whole world might bef 






—** the folitary places tid rejoice’ ia 
a fullnefs of inhabitants, an wilder- 
nefs, under the hand of peaceful cultiva-

BALANCE QUERIST. 


Queflion. W HAT istlie moft remark 


able range ot mountains within the limus 
of the United States ? 


Anfwer. The Alleghany mountains are 
vaftly preeminent in magnitude and length, 
This vaft chain of mountains is nine hun. 
dred miles in length, and trom fixty to an 
hundred and fifty awd two hundred miles 
in breadth :—i divides the States into 4A 
lanticand Weflern, and is called the duck 
bone of the United States. 

The chain of the Alleghany commences 
with the Kaats-Kall, in the neighbourhood 
of the Hudfon river, in plain view and 
appearing near from the city of Hudfon ; 
thence it extends South-Wefterly, nearly 
parallel to the coaft of the Atlantic, be. 
cween that, the lakes, and the river Mif- 
fifippi, into Georgia, and terminates fixty 
miles South of the Northern boundary of 
that State. Through this range there run

HE kernels of Indian Corn re 
ceive their nourifhment, as well trom the 
ftalk above, as from the ftock and root be. 
low the ear ; and they continue to be 
nourifhed in a meafure from the ftalk «al! 
they are nearly ripe : therefore by cutting 
down the upper flalks of Indian Corn pre- 
maturely, the crop muft be effentially in- 
jared. 


A man in the neighbourhood of this 
place, who had, the prefent year, a {mall 
field of Indian Corn, of promifing ap 
pearance, happening to crop off the corn. 
ftalks while the plants were in too green a 
ftate, the confequence was that the grain 
became remarkably fhrivelled, and proba- 
bly fell thort one quarter or one third of 
the weight and fubftance, whieh it might 
otherwife have had. 


It is the opinion of fome farmers that if 
the upper flalks of Indian Corn were not 
cropped at all, the fuperior weight of the 
grain wou'd more than compenfate for the 


jofs of the fodder.

WE bad fincerely hoped, that it might 
never tall to our lot to mention a repetit- 
jon of the difgracetul attempt lately made, 
in a neighbouring county, to dettroy the 
liberty of the prefs. Butthe proceedings 
at acourt of genera! feflions of the peace, 
held at Troy, inthis county, lalt week 1m- 
pole on us the painful tafk.—W hatever 
has been the cafe in other counties, tince 
the commencement of the reign of the 
party at prefent in power, juftice compels 
us to fay, that the grand-juries ot this 
county had been hitherto jdicioufly felec- 
ted. Care appeared to have been taken to 
compofe them of nearly an equal number 
of each political fect. All honefl men ap- 

roved of this meafure ; for knaves only 

could be diffatistied therewith. ‘lhe con- 
fequences were falutary ; party perfecu 

tion, except in one inftance, was un. 
known. Certain democrats, however, ex- 
preffed their diffacista€tion ; and the fheriff 
was even threatened, unlefs more pliant 
grand juries were jurmmmuned. 

We have now witneffed the reverfe of 
the piéture. The grand-jury which met 
laft week, was compoied of but three ted- 
eralifts, and éwenty democrats, a large 
majority of whom were of the moft deci. 
ded ftamp. The wilhes of the party were 
therefore gratified ; and the goodly work 
of perfecution commenced. But altho’ 
from their own vulnerable fituation, and 
the direétion which the bufinefs took, the 
event, perhaps, did not equal their expec- 
tations: yet, fo far as refpeéts their fav- 
orite objet, the deftruétion of the liberty 
of the prels, we think they have no iea!- 
on to complain. 

On Monday afternoon or Tuefday morn- 
ing, the Lanfingburgh Gazeties, ot the 
16th and 231 of Auguft were prefenied 
to the grand-jury by the diflriét attorney ;
